They were 
on the right road but traveled 
the wrong direction, and after 70 
miles of travel, they were found 
less than two miles from the wall- 
ed state penitentiary here. 


A posse locked them in the "big 


house" for the night. They were 
Laurence Williams, Tom Corbett 
and Alvin Stockton. 


Others in Pasture 


A few hours 
earlier, 
another 


possee captured George Scott and 
Jack Forham, murderers, in a pas- 
ture near Groveton. In company 
with six other fugitives, they had 
held up W. D. Dorman, state live- 
stock inspector, and two farmers. 
They stole Dorman's car but aban- 
doned it a few miles away and 
ran into the woods when they met 
a possee. Six escaped and Scott 
and Forham were caught. 


More serious apprehension was 


felt over the escape of W. H. By- 
bee, the ringleader. He is a killer 
and was a member of the gang 
led by Clyde Barrow and Bonnie 
Parker, which also included Ray- 
mond Hamilton. Those three were 
among the most murderous out- 
laws in Texas history before they 
died—Barrow and the cigar-smok- 
ing Parker woman in a roadside 
trap set by Texas rangers in east 
Louisiana, and Hamilton in the 
electric chair at Huntsville.

No item that helps to make up

looked. These clippings, if they 
aren't history, will become his- 
tory and to that end William A. 
Duff is zealously collecting and 
protecting them. 


At Fingertips 


A "clippiac" who is only a clip- 


per would find himself buried un- 
der a mass of snips from news- 
papers. A 'clippiac" who only cut 
and pasted would be forced right 
out of his home by an increasing 
pile of virtually worthless paper. 
So the worth of Will Duff'a exten- 
sive clipping is in his ability to 
find what he's looking for. He has 
everything at his finger tips by 
means of a library indexing sys- 
tem. 


Can he find what he's looking 


for? 


I asked him to find me some- 


thing about Simon Girty, early 
American renegade, one of my 
favorite historical no-goods. Out 
came a clipping about Simon. It 
was convincing proof. 


Duff's instinct of preservation 


does not stop at what other people 
do and think and say. The man's 
own life is on record. Probably 
the finest and most complete col- 


William A. Duff, Ashland, O., his- 
torian, and part of his collection 
of more than 3,000,000 news- 
paper clippings, top; left, Duff at 
work, clipping a newspaper Item- 


lection of diaries of any living per- 
son in Ohio ia that compiled by 
Duff for 52 years, regularly for 
41 consecutive years. 


These are not the sort of diaries 


made famous by Mary Astor, to 
be sure, but they are the record of 
the life of the Ashland historian, 
of his family, and of the grand- 
children who delight him as most 
grandfathers are delighted. 


On his 80-acre farm inside the 


Ashland city limits, a part of the 
320 acres which 
his 
ancestor, 


Joseph Markley, purchased 
123 


years ago and settled on with his 
family in the spring of 1815, Duff 
has one of the largest rooms of 
the residence devoted to his col- 
lection of clippings, diaries and 
historical data. 


For some 30 years or more, he 


has specialized on Johnny Apple- 
seed, that quaint character who 
went about doing good by plant- 
ing apple seeds and unconscious 
bad by planting weed seeds. Duff 
probably knows more of the lore 
of Johnny Appleseed than anyone 
else. 


Duff is author of two stories, 


one of Ashland and the other of 
north central Ohio. He has been 
in newspaper work since 1894, be- 
ginning as press turner, reporter 


and editor on Ashland'a first daily, 
the News. He has been with news- 
papers 
in 
Gallon, 
Mansfield, 


Cleveland, Sharon, Pa., and San- 
dusky. He now writes a daily his- 
torical column. 


"I believe in useful hobbies," 


says Duff. "And the earlier they 
are acquired, the greater 
their 


value, it seems to me. I am proud 
of the fact that I am a diarist and 
'clippiac'. 


Began in 1885 


"It will be 52 years on the first 


of September, while I was on a 
visit to friends on Long Island, 
that I began.my first diary and 
my enthusiasm for keeping a daily 
record is greater now than it ever 
wa.s before. 


"No, I didn't keep a diary every 


year after that. Some years I 
didn't keep any, but the follow- 
ing year, I always started again. 
For the last 41 years I have kept 
a diary regularly, including in it 
facts that have been of 
great 


value to me in my 
newspaper 


work and in supplying dates for 
my friends. 


Duff's clippings, to which doz- 


ens are added daily, are not "hit 
or miss" clippings, he says. "They 
are additions to facts about peo- 
ple, places, events. In this way I 


ffather «r«ery day some fact of his- 
tory that. I hope, will not only be 
helpful to me in my work in the 
yean to come, but which will also 
aid those who come after me and 
consult my files. I feel that I am 
doing a work that is very much 
worth while."

gram and cohesion, is due entirely to Lan- 
don and National Chairman John Hamil- 
ton 


Only one man has the prestige, vigor 


and vision to revive and revitalize the GOP, 
Hyde asserts, and that man is Hoover. 


Hyde's undercover drive follows on the 


heels of a recent secret meeting between 
him and the ex-President. It lands credibil- 
ity to inside reports that Hoover is chaf- 
ing at the bit over the silence of Republican 
leaders on the Supreme Court and other 
Administration issues. 


He is said to favor an aggressive policy, 


and to feel that Landon lacks the verve 
and calibre to carry it out. 


Hoover did issue a blast against the 


court bill when it was first offered, but 
Republican leaders in Congress pointedly 
sent him word to pipe down. They headed 
off Landon before he broke into print. 
Their strategy is to keep in the background 
and let the Democratic opposition make 
the open fight against the President. 


Between Hoover and Landon there is no 


love lost. 
During his presidential cam- 


paign the Kansan repeatedly shied away 
from Hoover. Their one meeting in Topeka 
was at Hoover's instigation not Landon's.

PUBLIC MEDICINE 


There was considerable excitement when 


Senator Jim "Ham" Lewis proposed 
a 


plan for federalized medicine to the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. There would 
have been much less if it had been realized 
that Uncle Sam, with his doctor's bag in 
his hand, already has a thriving practice. 


This latest development of the New Deal 


was conceived by the Resettlement Admin- 
istration. It was done not for the sake of 
revolutionizing medical practice, but for 
the sake of saving Resettlement invest- 
ments. 


RA has made thousands of loans to far- 


mers. A sick farmer can't raise a crop to 
pay back a loan. So RA considered it good 
business to keep the fanner well. 


Two different plans have been tried. Un- 


der one of them, money was lent to farm- 
ers to pay doctor bills, and a corporation 
was created that entered into an arrange- 
ment with doctors whereby they cut their 
fees one-third. This has been done widely 
in North Dakota. 


The other is socialized medicine, pure 


and simple. Resettlement sets up medical 
cooperatives, each member paying a cer- 
tain sum, and the doctors receive a fixed 
income.

He 
is on the spot, 
and he makes 
p r e p a rations 
a c c o r d ingly, 
beginning about 
now. 


One kind of 


preparation 
is 


for a vacation. 
The 
fall 
hay 


fever will start 
about Aug. 15, 
when the rag- 


weed begins to cast its light yel- 
low pollen on the air. It isn't very 
thick until about Aug. 20, so if 
you plan your vacation then you 
will not have much discomfort. It's 
a little tough to have to go away 
just when the other vacationists 
are coming back, but the laugh is 
really on them, because September 
is a beautiful month at American 
resorts, and in the workaday part 
of the country it may be one of the 
hottest months of the summer, so 
the too early returning vacationist 
may spoil his outing. 


An evaluation of the fall hay 


fever resorts has been made which 
allows any hay fever candidate to 
choose his spot. This is done by 
exposing plates with a thin layer 
of agar jelly on the bottom to the 
air so as to estimate the amount 
of pollen present from day to day. 
From this, the concentration of 
pollen through the season in any 
given place, and the number of 
days the pollen is present during 
the season, can be charted. 


The places where no ragweed 


pollen fell at all—which had BO 
hay fever days during the season 
—were Phoenix, Ariz.; Sacramen« 
to and Los Angeles in California; 
Jacksonville and Miami in Florida» 
Reno, Nev.; Portland, Ore.; Ama« 
rillo and El Paso, Tex.; Seattle 
and Spokane, Wash.; Father Pointy 
Quebec; Prince Albert, Saskatche- 
wan, and Mexico City.

Peoria, for instance, has 38 days 


of hay fever, a maximum atmos- 
pheric contamination of 1117, and 
average seasonal total of 12,773. 
Compare with New York, which 
shows a 20-day season, a maxi- 
mum atmospheric contamination 
of 254, and an average seasonal 
total of 1,575. The New Yorker 
sensitive to ragweed pollen has 
about five to ten times as easy a 
time as his fellow sufferer hi Pe- 
oria. Other figures show St. Louis 
with a 36-day season, a maximum 
of 1,625 and an average seasonal 
total of 8,225. Boston has a 10- 
day season, a maximum of 140, 
and an average seasonal total 
of 790. 


Thirty-four percent of the total
